MAESTEG has 
suffered another 
body blow to its 
manufacturing 
base with the 
announcement of 
the closure of 
Gardner 
Aerospace. 

The factory, which 
was called Midcast 
Numerical Control for 
many years, employs 69 
people. Production is 
being transferred to the 
company’s factory in 
Basildon, Essex. 

The factory, on the 
Forge Industrial estate. 


will be run down over the 
next year. This closure 
comes on top of the clo¬ 
sures of both Cooper 
Standard and the former 
Revlon factory, which 
had been taken over by 
Cosi and later 
Budelpack. 

The Maesteg factory 
manufactured parts for 
leading aerospace com¬ 
panies, including Boeing 
and Airbus - and even 
made parts for the 
American space shuttle. 

The firm is the UK’s 
largest independently- 
owned supplier of metal 
aerospace components

and is one of the largest 
in Europe. It has five fac¬ 
tory sites in the UK and 
one in Poland. 

A 30-day consultation 
period is to start immedi¬ 
ately with the workers. 

Ogmore AM Janice 
Gregory said that the clo¬ 
sure is a terrible blow to 
both the workers and to 
the town as a whole. 

She said: “The compa¬ 
ny has put the blame on 
the economic downturn

“Maesteg has lost hun¬ 
dreds of jobs in recent 
years with the closure of 
Cosi-Budelpack, Cooper 
Standard, and even the 
loss of Woolworth’s.

Text messages helped 
police in drugs arrest 


TEXT messages 
discovered on a 
mobile phone led 
the police to arrest 
a jobless man for a 
series of Class A 
drugs offences, 

Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard.

Ross Kennedy (30) of 
Pontycymmer, admitted 
three charges of offering 
to supply heroin. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the 
offences came to light 
when the police execut¬ 


ed a search warrant last 
December at a house in 
Oxford Street, 

Pontycymmer, which 
was not the home of the 
defendant. 

The occupier had 
been cultivating 
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cannabis. His mobile 
phone was examined 
and text messages from 
Kennedy were discov¬ 
ered, indicating that 
Kennedy had offered to 
swap heroin for 
cannabis. 

One message read: “I 
have some lovely gear 
now”. Kennedy’s home 
was searched in January 
and drug-related items 
were discovered, plus an 
address book linking 
him with the other man. 

His barrister, Andrew 
Taylor, said: “He is an 
extremely frightened 
young man. He has to 
decide whether drugs are 
going to blight the rest 
of his life, or accept 
help. He is now keeping 
away from drugs.” 

Judge Philip Richards 
described heroin as “per¬ 
nicious”. He added: “I 
am sure the parents of 
this defendant are tear¬ 
ing their hair out with 
concern.” 

He warned Kennedy: 
“If you go on doing this, 
you will expose yourself 
to a minimum of seven 
years imprisonment.” 

He was sentenced to 
12 months imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for a 
year, made subject to a 
supervision order for a 
year, and ordered to pay 
costs of £200.

MP urges more 
vigilance about 
bowel cancer 


BRIDGEND MP 
Madeleine Moon 
supported ‘Bowel 
Cancer Faster 
Diagnosis Week’, a 
publicising scheme 
that could cut the 
number of deaths 
from the disease. 

In particular, the MP 
is concerned that too 
many men are “just 
throwing away” the kit 
when it arrives in the 
post. 

Speaking at an aware¬ 
ness event in Parliament, 
Mrs Moon said: “Bowel 
cancer is a common can¬ 
cer which kills almost 
half the people who 
develop it. 

“Few people talk 
about it, yet it is prevent¬ 
able and curable. Most 
of the people who devel¬ 
op bowel cancer can go 
on to live normal lives if 
the cancer is treated early 
enough.” 

Members of 

Parliament are leading a 
campaign to encourage 
everyone to get to know 
the key symptoms, to get 
involved in the NHS 
screening programme for 


bowel cancer, and to act 
quickly on key symp¬ 
toms and screening. 

The NHS screening 
test is being sent to every 
person aged 60-69 in 
Wales and is an easy way 
to check your health. Mrs 
Moon said: 

“More than half the 
men who received the 
test, however, have 
thrown it away. 

“It only takes a minute 
to perform the test, and 
then you send the sam¬ 
ples off and you will get 
a response by return of 
post.” 

“Many lives have 
already been saved by 
taking the test with the 
NHS Bowel Cancer 
Screening programme - 
please do the same as I 
did, and take the test 
when it arrives!”

WHAT IF THE MEDICINE’ 
MAKES US ALL SICKER? 


I T is reasonable 
for the 

Government to 
follow a policy of 
reducing the deficit 
and attempting to 
stimulate small 
businesses with 
carefully designed 
inducements, in 
order to respond to 
the wishes of the 
‘Money Markets’, in 
accordance with a 
plan which wins 
their approval, as 
they understand 
economics from 
their own perspec¬ 
tive. 

However, if this ‘med¬ 
icine’ and ‘pain’ which 
they, the bankers, con¬ 
sider to be so essential 
for the country’s recov¬ 
ery, damages the nation¬ 
al economy to the extent 
that the circulation of 
currency and the pur¬ 
chasing power of mil¬ 
lions is reduced by 
unemployment and by 
VAT increases, then 
small businesses will not 
be able to respond as the 
Government hopes, in 
adopting such advice. 

The first law of eco¬ 
nomics is that every 
business needs cus¬ 
tomers with money in 
their pockets. The 


money men who pro¬ 
posed these savage cuts 
on the living standards 
of other sections of soci¬ 
ety, may well be quite 
sincere in their intention 
later to invest in the 
economy - but they will 
be quite unwilling to 
invest in those business¬ 
es which they had hoped 
to encourage, if they 
then observe that cus¬ 
tomers are not knocking 
at the door. 

Tax breaks from the 


Government gave them 
hope, but only cus¬ 
tomers, circulating 
money, build and expand 
businesses. 

The best hope for this 
economy, and for any 
economy, is, and always 
was, the involvement of 
every citizen, in produc¬ 
ing goods, providing 
services and consuming 
the necessities of a 
civilised life style in the 
21st century. 

That is a more stable 


and secure basis for the 
operation of all econom¬ 
ic and market forces. 
Feudalism, the separa¬ 
tion of society into the 
Haves and the Have- 
nots, was never a reli¬ 
able model for sound 
economics. 

It really is not smart 
to take the risk to go in 
that direction, once 
more.

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said: “This is an extreme¬ 
ly unusual case, involv¬ 
ing a man stealing a con¬ 
siderable quantity of 
cannabis from Bridgend 
Police Station.” 

At the time, said Mr 
Trigg, Baker was work¬ 
ing on a gas boiler in a 
secure compound where 
the police had stored 
over 100 bars of cannabis 
resin in a firearms cabi¬ 
net. 

Baker, who was trust¬ 
ed and unsupervised, saw 
the cannabis. He was in a 
desperate financial situa¬ 
tion with debts and 
believed that if he stole 
the cannabis and sold it, 
it would help. 


Mr Trigg said that 
over two days, he stole 
25 nine ounce bars, 
removing them in his 
toolbox and pockets. 

He began contacting 
people to sell the drugs 
and this, said Mr Trigg, 
was his undoing. 

On March 16, the 
police searched his home 
and found cannabis in the 
lounge and kitchen, and 
£2,050 in cash, plus 14 
cannabis plants being 
grown under air condi¬ 
tioning in the attic. 

Baker was arrested, 
admitted selling the 
stolen cannabis and said 
he kept two bars for him¬ 
self. 

He said the most he 
sold a bar for was £200, 
and the least £100. 

Owen was also arrest¬ 
ed and text messages 
indicated she had sup¬ 
plied cannabis to a third 
party on two occasions. 

Stephen Thomas for 
Baker said: “He was 
totally co-operative with 
the police, he blames no 
one else and he does not 
minimise what he did. 

“It was entirely impul¬ 
sive and opportunistic. 
Not a day goes by when 
he does not chastise him¬ 
self. 

“It was naive and he 
was bound to be caught.” 


Local judge resigns 
after allegations over 
personal conduct 


THE Office for 
Judicial Complaints 
has announced that 
a judge has resigned 
after questions were 
raised about his 
personal conduct. 

Judge Gerald 
Price QC (61) had 
been suspended 
while the Lord 
Chancellor investi¬ 
gated whether he 
had breached the 
judicial disciplinary 
code, following alle¬ 
gations of a person¬ 
al relationship with 
a ‘rent boy’. 

In a statement, a 
spokesperson for the 
Office for Judicial 
Complaints said: 
“Gerald Price QC, a 
Circuit Judge who was 
appointed to the Wales 
Circuit in 2000, has 
resigned from judicial 
office following an 
investigation into alle¬ 
gations about his con¬ 
duct originally pub¬ 
lished in the media in 
June 2009. 

“While the media 
reported a number of 
allegations against 
Judge Price, the judicial 
investigation only 
focused on those that 
had an impact on his 


role as a judge. 

“The investigation 
found that his actions 
brought the judiciary 
into disrepute, render¬ 
ing his position unten¬ 
able. ” 

The spokesman said 
that Judge Price had 
been told before 
Christmas that his con¬ 
duct warranted removal 
from the bench. 

“In the light of the 
investigation, the Lord 
Chancellor and Lord 


Chief Justice informed 
the judge in December 
2009 that they consid¬ 
ered his behaviour mer¬ 
ited removal from office. 

“In accordance with 
the judicial discipline 
regulations. Judge Price 
was entitled to ask for 
their decision to be 
reviewed by a Review 
Body panel. 

“He did so and the 
panel was chaired by 
Lady Justice Smith. The 
panel agreed with the 


original decision of the 
Lord Chief Justice and 
Lord Chancellor and 
recommended that 
Judge Price should be 
removed from office. 

“The judge has, how¬ 
ever, resigned before the 
disciplinary process was 
formally concluded. 

“His resignation took 
effect from 30 June 
2010, ” the spokesman 
added.

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Bridgend’s county borough councillors: how much 
do they cost over a year? - And what do they do? 


THIS year’s statistics revealing 
how much borough councillors 
were paid in allowances and 
expenses have been published. 

The table also gives figures for how 
many meetings councillors attended, 
and how many queries they handled. 

However, as with many collections 
of statistics, the devil is often in the 
detail or the interpretation. 

The figures were explained by a 
BCBC spokesman: “The attendance 
figures listed only cover the formal 
meetings of cabinet, council and their 
committees. ” 

He said that councillors attend other 
meetings as part of their duties, repre¬ 
senting the council with partnership 
organisations, town and community 
councils, and other bodies. 


The spokesman continued: “There 
are a number of reasons why a member 
may not have attended a meeting. These 
include being on other council busi¬ 
ness, or attending meetings of school 
governors, town and community coun¬ 
cils, representation on various outside 
bodies. 

“There may also be personal reasons 
for an absence, such as illness or work 
commitments. ” 

Turning to the subject of referrals, 
the spokesman said: “Referrals relates 
to the recorded number of requests 
received by borough councillors from 
individuals asking for assistance. 

“These requests cover a diverse 
range of issues including; fly-tipping, 
potholes, sewage, dog fouling, provi¬ 
sion of care services and complaints 
about a noisy cockerel. 


“Most requests are logged and 
referred to the relevant department to 
investigate. The councillor monitors 
the progress of the referral until its 
completion. ” 

However, there is an immediate com¬ 
plication, because not all councillors 
use the referral system for all queries. 

The spokesman said that some refer¬ 
rals are directed verbally to the respon¬ 
sible officer or to the customer service 
centre for resolution. 

This is certainly home out by the 
wide variation of figures. It is notice¬ 
able that a number of long-serving 
councillors who have been re-elected 
several times, for instance, Pat Hacking 
(Brackla), Gerald Davies (Rest Bay) 
and Cleone Westwood (Cefn Glas) have 
low numbers for referrals. 

However, equally long-serving coun¬ 


cillors such as Peter Foley (Morfa), Mel 
Nott (Sam) and David Unwin 
(Newcastle) all have referred high num¬ 
bers. 

Finally, the spokesman turned to the 
subject of Members’Allowances: “All 
elected members of Bridgend County 
Borough Council were provided an 
annual basic allowance of £13,356. 

The Members’ allowance scheme was 
updated on 01 April 2010, in accor¬ 
dance with the recommendations of the 
Independent Remuneration Panel for 
Wales. Like any income, any allowance 
received by members is subject to all 
the usual taxes. ” 

Councillors receive money under dif¬ 
ferent headings: 

The spokesman explained: “Some 
members received a Special 
Responsibility Allowance (SRA) to 


reflect the additional work and respon¬ 
sibility they undertake. ” 

This column details money paid to 
councillors who sit on the cabinet, or 
who chair a scmtiny committee. 

Special allowances range from the 
£35,462 that Coun Mel Nott receives as 
leader, to the £17,730 paid to the mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet, and on down 
through the committee system. 

Finally, members are entitled to 
claim expenses incurred in fulfilling 
their duties. The majority of the expens¬ 
es are for mileage, reimbursing council¬ 
lors for the costs incurred in attending 
meetings of the council or as represen¬ 
tatives of the council. 

Again, from this figure, it can be 
seen that some councillors, a total of 
28, made no claim at all.

‘Beware mystery shopper scam’ 

- borough residents are warned 


LOCAL residents are 
being warned of a bogus 
mystery shopper survey 
that could cost them 
hundreds of pounds. 

Trading Standards officers 
at Bridgend County borough 
Council said the scam involves 
a newspaper advert asking for 
mystery shoppers to take part 
in a survey. Consumers are 
asked to send an email to the 
organisers, who then send a 


‘cheque’ for a substantial 
amount of money. 

“The consumer is asked to 
then transfer money with a 
well known company, which 
the organisers claim is a part 
of the mystery shopping 
scheme. 

“Some people are transfer¬ 
ring money from their 
accounts before realising the 
cheque they have been sent is 
actually a fake,” stated service 
manager for Trading 


Standards, Helen Picton. 

“We believe that this scam 
is likely to be operating from 
outside the UK and this makes 
it very difficult to bring the 
scammers to justice. 

“It’s important that con¬ 
sumers are fully aware of the 
risks involved when respond¬ 
ing to these adverts, and it 
reinforces our belief that if 
something sounds too good to 
be true it usually is. 

“It is important to step back 


and evaluate the risks of this 
type of transaction, especially 
as the only information likely 
to be received is in an email. 
Please be on your guard.”

erful and scarier - 
the fans of Twilight. 

The pop culture phe¬ 
nomenon makes its way 
onto part three, titled 
Eclipse, which sees 
Bella (Kirsten Stewart) 
again surrounded by 
danger as mysterious 
killings start to take 
place. 

Not only that, but she 
is also forced to choose 
between her love for 
Edward (Robert 
Pattinson) and her 
friendship with Jacob 
(Tyler Lautner), aware 
her decision will have 
repercussions between 
the vampires and were¬ 
wolves. Throw in a 
rather angry vampire 
from Bella’s past (Bruce 
Dallas Howard) aiming 
to get even, and it is 
more than a girl can han¬ 
dle... 

Now regular readers 
of my comer of The 
GEM will be more than 
aware that I’m no fan of 
the Twilight saga; in fact, 
I would go as far to say I 
would welcome being 


forcefed Sex and The 
City 2 on loop rather 
than have to sit through 
the first two instalments 
in the Twilight franchise 
again. 

So as I sat down to 
watch the third part. 
Eclipse, my expectations 
were firmly positioned 
in the low numbers. 

And yet, the end 
product, while still full 
of the emotional dribble 
and overt melodrama 
that coloured the first 
two instalments, isn’t as 
bad as either of them. It 
is easily the best of the 
saga so far, although it is 
fair to say (in my hum¬ 
ble opinion) that phrase 
is by far the most back- 
handed compliment a 
film could be afforded. 

Much of the credit for 
this should lie with 
director David Slade, 
who unlike his previous 
directorial chair incum¬ 
bents has something of a 
previous with the dark 
world of vampires and 
evil, having helmed the 
dark and entertaining 30 
Days of Night, and Ellen 
Page-starring Hard 
Candy. Bringing Slade 
to the party was the best 
thing the producers of 
the series could have 
done (aside from just 
packing up and going 
home that is), as the 
director brings a far 
more chiselled and 
refined air to proceed¬ 
ings. 

While Weitz and 
Hardwicke were handed 
the softer material and 


struggled to bring it to 
screen with any real 
verve, Slade brings a 
darker and more brood¬ 
ing film to screen, the 
addition of action 
sequences and moments 
of drama being well han¬ 
dled by the director. 

The final 
werewolf/vampire 
smackdown, though 
bedevilled by the double 
problem of being 
watered down due to the 
film’s certificate and cut 
short, is particularly 
impressive, Slade con¬ 
juring up perhaps the 
best moment of the 
series so far. He also 
has the luxury of being 
able to add backstory to 
a few of the peripheral 
characters and the situa¬ 
tion between the wolves 
and vampires - touches 
that offer a bit more to 
the story as a whole and 
fill in some gaps. 

What Slade doesn’t 
handle so well is that 
old, familiar issue - that 
no matter what happens 
in the periphery the main 
story strand is Edward 
and Bella’s romance and 
Jacob’s love for Bella 
that may or may not be 
reciprocated; and, truth 
be told, three films in 
this story strand is get¬ 
ting older than some of 
the vampires that feature 
in the film. 

Given a two hour run¬ 
ning time, Slade does 
well, picking up the 
pace, but when he’s lum¬ 
bered with this part of 
the narrative there is

very little he can do. 
Instead, his camera 
seems to doze off as the 
trio argue/profess their 
love/snarl at each other, 
saddled with dialogue 
that clunks and splutters. 

There are several 
scenes that just seem to 
go on and on, as if when 
editing Slade just lost 
the will to live (a feeling 
I’m all too aware of with 
this particular franchise); 
the film doesn’t feel too 
long, and moves at a 
nice pace. However, 
these scenes do slow the 
pace to a crawl and are, 
by and large, simply 
treading the same 
ground we’ve been over 
a thousand times. 

The performances, 
too, are a notch above 
previous efforts, 
although not all come 
out smelling of roses. 


While Robert Pattinson 
may well be the flavour 
of many women’s 
months, he is also a very 
capable actor and he at 
least gets to show some 
personality and acting 
ability here, rather than 
merely mope round and 
glitter every so often. 

Kristen Stewart is a 
talented actress, but one 
who has spent the first 
two films being bland 
and dull as the object of 
affection. Like 
Pattinson, she does a bit 
more here, but with the 
character of Bella 
sketched so painfully as 
a damsel in distress, 
there is little she can do 
but work with the mate¬ 
rial afforded her - sadly, 
it isn’t up to scratch. 

In my review of the 
last Twilight film, I stat¬ 
ed that ‘Taylor Lautner... 
may have developed 
impressive muscles in 
the year since the last 
film but fails to have 
developed his acting 
ability’, and this install¬ 
ment certainly doesn’t 
alter my opinion. 

Wearing nothing but 
cut-off shorts and flash¬ 
ing his six-pack, Lautner 
is less actor more male 
model, and his perform¬ 
ance merely involves 
him reeling lines off as 
if he were reading a 
book - albeit with a mus¬ 
cle mass that puts many 
a man to shame. 

Meanwhile Bryce 
Dallas Howard’s 
Victoria is given little 
screentime to do any¬ 


thing other than try to 
appear villainous - 
something that the 
paucity of screentime 
means she struggles to 
do anything with. 

Had screenwriter 
Melissa Rosenberg been 
able to dilute Stephanie 
Meyer’s over-emotional 
source material and tone 
down the overarching 
sense of mopey teenage 
love, then Twilight: 
Eclipse would have been 
a pretty decent film; 
however, David Slade’s 
hard work is negated 
somewhat by the trou¬ 
bles that have afflicted 
the franchise from its 
roots. While its simper¬ 
ing tone may be manna 
for teenage girls, it’s far 
too dull and monotonous 
for my tastes, though I 
feel that, this time, the 
Twilight franchise may 
have the last laugh! 

VERDICT: Abetter 
experience than the first 
two films offered. 
Twilight:Eclipse is 
boosted by David 
Slade’s more mature 
direction and better per¬ 
formances from a cast 
finding their feet. 
However, the series’ 
major irritant, simpering 
characters and far too 
much time spent on a 
love triangle seemingly 
going nowhere, means 
that while Eclipse is eas¬ 
ily the best Twilight film 
so far, it’s still a fruitless 
exercise in filmmaking - 
unless you’re a fan of 
the franchise. Poor.

Mr Jones goes on to 
say: “Brian was the first 
reporter to write articles 
on Jenny Pitman before 
she became famous, and 
likewise on Welsh point- 
to-point jockeys who 
made the grade under 
Rules, such as Carl 


Llewellyn who won the 
Grand National on Party 
Politics (1992) md Earth 
Summit (1998), and 
Hywel Davies who won 
it on Last Suspect in 
1985. 

“He was also the first 
writer to recognise the 
talents of two successful 
jockeys riding today, 
Christian Williams and 
the new wonder-kid Rhys 
Flint.” 

Mr Jones goes on to 
say: 

“During his career, he 
has been warned off two 


point-to-point courses: 
firstly, for complaining 
that there were not 
enough ladies’ toilets, 
and that the meeting had 
been taken over by beer 
swilling idiots. 

“Secondly, for being 
blamed for something he 
hadn’t actually written, 
which appeared in the 
Horse and Hound.” 

Mr Jones ends his arti¬ 
cle with the words: 
“Speaking personally, I 
look forward to seeing 
Brian during the Welsh 
Point-To-Point season as 
he is always upfront with 
the latest news. It’s also 
pleasing to know, and to 
rub shoulders with, as it 
were, one of the ‘greats’ 
of Welsh Point-To- 
Pointing!

Opening up the Cadoxton 
Ponds to disabled anglers 


MORE than 

£28,000 has been 
invested into 

improving the facili¬ 
ties at Cadoxton 
Ponds to give 
anglers with disabil¬ 
ities greater access. 

Terry Mosely, chair¬ 
man of the British 
Disabled Angling 

Association (BDAA), 
and Mike Bishop from 
Glamorgan Anglers 
Club, officially opened 
the new facilities, which 
means ponds are now 
more accessible for those 
anglers in wheelchairs or 
with mobility problems. 

Disabled-friendly 
ramps have been put in 
and the existing paths 
have been upgraded, 
while the fishing plat¬ 
forms have been remod¬ 
eled to allow disabled 
access to the water’s 
edge a spokesman 
reports. 

Glamorgan Anglers 
Club received a £14,000 
sustainable fisheries 
grant from Environment 
Agency Wales for the 
work, matching this with 
funds from the club. 

They also had a 
£1,000 donation from the 
Vale Council for fishing 
equipment to allow more 
local people to benefit 
from coaching from the 
Welsh Federation of 
Anglers. 



In a separate project, 
Dow Corning has 
installed dipping plat¬ 
forms around a small 
pond that is used for edu¬ 
cational wildlife studies. 

The company has also 
part-funded additional 
pathways from its educa¬ 
tion centre to join up 
with the Glamorgan 
Anglers’ paths. Other 
funding for the ponds, 
which lie adjacent to 
Dow Coming’s Barry 
plant, has been secured 
from Environment 
Agency’s Splash Fund, 
which has been used by 
the Glamorgan Anglers 
to purchase angling sets, 
buoyancy aids for use by 


juniors around the ponds 
and first aid courses. 

Fifteen pupils with 
varying disabilities from 
nearby Palmerston 
Primary School were the 
first to put the new equip¬ 
ment through its paces at 
the official opening of 
the Cadoxton Ponds’ 
upgraded facilities in the 
confines of Dow Coming 
land.

A BOARDWALK 
linking Rest Bay
